Those who have labored long and earnestly for the suc­ 
cess of the Bee Line highway, since the days when the 
route of the original Jackson highway 
grabbed by 
other sections, will find much to please them in the an­ 
nouncement that Secretary Jardine has given his approval 
of the plan for the marking of a national highway sys­ 
tem, including the Bee lin e highway as the route from 
the great lakes to the South. 
The Bee Line highway will be designated officially as 
route 81 and as such will be included on the government’s 
road map, whieb is being arranged in answer to the 
thousands of demands from tourists who are baffled by 
the chaotic road markings now^ in use.
